Ralph Man, 27 years of age, and 
one of the best known young business 
men in this community, was almost 
instantly 
killed Tuesday morning 
about noon. The accident that sniffed 
out the life of this popular and prom­ 
ising citizen occured near the Dill 
boarding house on Last Main street. 
When reached by several citizens who 
witnessed the accident Ralph was un­ 
conscious and died at his home on 
South State street shortly afterward. 
In an effort to deliver a package to a 
passenger on the northbound train, 
which was at the station at the time, 
a high rate of speed was put on the 
machine, and when it reached the 
vicinity of the Dill house it became 
unmanagable and careened, throwing 
its rider to the ground. His skull was 
crushed by the fall and his face badly 
lacerated. After being taken to his 
home he lived but a few minutes. 
In the sad taking off of this splen­ 
did fellow. Decatur loses one of its 
best all-round citizens; one of the 
best liked men of the community.

The state court of criminal appeals, 
in a decision given out 
Tuesday, 
states that District Judge McKinley 
made no reversable error in the trial 
of the Arnesman case, and that the 
sentence of the district court holds 
good. Arnesman was convicted and 
assessed five years in state prison on 
the charge of setting fire to the Arens 
man millinery establishment in Deca­ 
tur in the latter part of 1914. 
In the 
first trial of this case the jury disa 
greed, standing l l for acquittal and 
for conviction. 
T-hc second tiial 
resulted in a conviction. 
In the first 
trial the evidence against Arnesman 
was very weak, and much surprise 
was expressed when the jury “hung, 
but in the second trial evidence of a 
very damaging character was intro 
duced against the defendant.

A case in which considerable inter­ 
est was taken by the citizens of Deca­ 
tur was the one tried in Judge Walk­ 
e r’s c o u r t Tuesday, styled G. M. Kel­ 
ler vs. C. O Sikes et a1, in which Mr, 
Keller sought to recover some prop­ 
erty in the possession of Mr. Sikes 
near Tolar, N. M., a judgement in 
the sum of $199.75. 
A good crowd 
was in attendance throughout the day 
and the interest never lagged at any 
time during the trial of the case. 
J lie 
gentlemen involved in the suit are 
well known to the Decatur people, 
both having been residents of this 
place for a long number of years. 
The story of the litigation as a Mes­ 
senger reporter gathered it from the 
testimony is as follows: 
During the latter part of last year 
C. O. Sikes returned from his home 
near Tolar, N. M., to spend several 
weeks here with his old time friend, 
George 
Keller. 
While here Mr. 
Sikes received a telegram from rela­ 
tives in East Texas stating that his 
brother was dangerously ill. 
Being 
without funds 
Mr. Sikes solicited 
financial aid from Mr. Keller, which 
was readily given. 
After his return 
from, visiting his sick relative Mr. 
Sike£ suggested to Mr. Keller that he 
and his daughter go with him into 
.New ‘ Mexico and live. 
Mr. Keller 
was in wretched health at the time 
[ and he gladly accepted the invitation 


j of Sikes. 
Packing his household 
I goods, Mr. Keller and daughter and 
I their guest, Mr. Sikes, made preps.ra- 
| tion> to go the health-restoring coun­ 
t r y . 
Mr. Keller supplied the funds 
for freight and he also let Mr. Sikes 
have money to pay his fare. 
Arriv­ 
ing at the Sikes home Mr. Keller and 
his little daughter boarded several 
weeks with the Sikes family, living in 
the same house with them. When the 
Keller 
household goods 
arrived, 
George and his daughter went to 
light housekeeping in one room of 
the Sikes home. 
All went well, it 
seems, until George became convinced 
that the New Mexico climate was not 
benefitting him in health, and decided 
to return to Texas. 
Leaving the 
Sikes home he requested Mr. Sikes to 
ship his household effects upon re­ 
ceipt of freight money which would be 
sent him just as soon as Mr. Keller 
returned home. The money to pay 
the freight charges, $12.50, was sent 
by Mr. Keller, but the goods were 
not shipped. 
After a long wait Mr. 
Keller again communicated with Mr. 
Sikes, imploring him 
to 
ship his 
goods, stating that he and his daugh­ 
ter were back in Decatur and were un­ 
able to go to house-keeping. 
After 
waiting several weeks for the goods 
or a reply from Mr. Sikes, and not 
receiving either goods or informa 
tion, Mr. Keller instituted proceed­ 
ings to recover. 
Some 
household 
goods of Mr, Sikes, in the house for­ 
merly occupied by him in Decatur, 
were attached. 
And then the law suit 
was on. 
Mrs. Sikes and daughter, 
Miss Olga, arrived in Decatur last 
week to defend the suit. They em­ 
ployed Mr. Carswell. 
On the stand 
Miss Olga and her mother stated that 
the property which had been attached 
by Mr. Keller belonged to the daugh­ 
ter. Miss Olga on the stand swore 
that she had purchased the lot on 
which the Sikes house stands from 
her father, giving him a white-face 
calf; that the house was her prop­ 
erty. having been given to her by her 
father and mother, and that all the 
household goods were purchased by 
her and were recognized as her prop­ 
erty. Her father and mother, stated 
the young lady, had no interest in the 
property. 
Depositions of Mr. C. O. Sikes and 
his son, Ollie, were submitted. Their 
statements were to the effect that the 
$12.50 which had been sent to pay 
freight charges on the goods had 
been paid in settlement of debts con­ 
tracted by Mr. Keller while he was in 
New Mexico. These debts were never 
made, swore Mr. Keller; 
that 90 
cents was the amount he was indebted

Many farmers make a practice of 
sowing their clover seed upon the 
winter wheat early in the spring, 
depending upon the alternate freezing 
and thawing of the ground to work 
the seed down into the crevices. 
I have made it a practice to sow my 
clover seed on winter wheat in the 
spring for a number of years and find 
that it has a number of advantages. 
Grass and clover seed require a firm, 
compact seed bed 
In my own practice I prefer to de 
lay the sowing of the clover seed until 
the ground is dry enough to harrow 
and apply the seed with a wheelbar­ 
row seeder and give the wheat a har­ 
rowing with a light smoothing harrow 
with the teeth set well aslant. 
This 
covers the clover seeds and proves 
very beneficial to the wheat crop, e®* 
pecially 
during 
the 
dry 
seasons* 
Either method is preferable to sowing 
seed with spring grain crops.

Frost Cracks. 
In the annual. lists of earthquakes 
registered at the Harvard seismograph­ 
ic station occasional shocks occurring 
in winter are noted as due to “frost 
cracks”—i. e., the sudden opening of 
fissures in the ground, resulting from 
freezing. The late Professor Shaler in 
one of his lectures mentioned the oc­ 
currence of a sensible shock at Cam­ 
bridge some forty years ago, which he 
traced to a eraek in Hie frozen ground. 
An apparent earthquake near Akron, 
O., probably due to a frost crack, was 
described in tho American Geologist, 
Vol. 
I, 1888, 
while another, which 
caused a mild 
panic 
at Attleboro, 
Mass., was report 'd in Hie Attleboro 
. gun of .Tan. 2.3, lh 3. 
Professor Wood- 
orth Says that “this Idea of frost 
very widespread in New Eng* 
ta explanation of many small 
doming at a time when the fro- 
•'n ground is known to hare cracked 
' ”—Philadelphia Press.

A large part of m ankind still regard 
as som ething quite apart from the main 
life—som ething which is undoubtedly necessary to en­ 
able them to attend to their business, but only inci­ 
dental or accessory to it 
a function to be performed 
by some one else with whom tin y have little or no 
concern, as the janitor of an apartm ent house, whom 
somebody or other has hired to keep out thieves and 
keep the furnace running. 
In reality, governm ent is 
an essential part in every act of all this wide range 
hum an activity. 
If it is bad, ruin conies to all; 
of 
if it is good, success comes according to capacity and 
courage. 
The fairest and m ost fertile parts of the 
e arth have been for centuries wilderness and desert 
because of bad governm ent; not only lands capable of supporting multi­ 
tudes in comfort and prosperity, but lands that have actually done so iii 
the past, are today filled w ith •wretchedness and squalor, with ignorance 
and vice, because of bad governm ent; while under good government, in­ 
dustry and comfort flourish on the most sterile soil and under the most 
vigorous climate. 
Men may leave all this part of the business of life to others and treat 
it 
as 
no 
concern of theirs; 
men 
may 
voluntarily 
elect 
to 
play 
no 
part 
in the control of the affairs 
which make up their daily life and to 
play 
no part in the working out of the great questions upon which the 
prosperity of their country, the future of their children, and the welfare 
of the race depend’; but they need not flatter them selves that these things 
are m atters 
apart from them, or that they are leading free and indepen­ 
dent 
lives. A bstention is impossible under the 
conditions of modern life 
and modern popular government. 
Men must either govern or be governed: 
they must take p art in the 
control of their own lives, or 
they m ust lead 
subject lives, helplessly dependent In the little things and great things ot 
life upon the will and power of others. 
After m any centuries of struggle for the right of equality 
there 
is 
acme reason to think that m ankind is now entering upon a struggle for 
the right of inequality. 
It rem ains to be seen how democracy will work 
under these new conditions. 
Another lesson the experience' of popular 
governm ent has already made plain is that the a rt of self-government does 
not come to men by nature. 
It has to be learned; facility 
in it has to be 
acquired by practice. 
The 
process is long and laborious; for 
It is not 
m erely a mat or of intellectual appreciation, but chiefly of development 
of character. 
At the base of all popular governm ent lies Individual self­ 
control: and that requires both intelligence and a willingness to do justice. 
Some races appear to be incapable of combining in the support of a 
com m on political ideal beyond a certain point. 
Tile races that have this 
capacity to the highest degree persist and rule the world; the people that 
have it to a low degree lose their national entity and cease to govern.

It cannot be said that It is the system of government 
which is wrong. 
It is the unjust use of the system . 
It 
has not been the use, but the m isuse, of the powers of 
government which has produced the discontent in the 
minds of men. 
Equitable enforcem ent of the laws can never be made 
to rest upon the office-holders of the land. 
It must re»st 
upon the Individual. 
The People’s rule does not depend 
necessarily upon the system of governm ent under which 
they vote. 
Good or bad governm ent must go back to 
good or bad citizenship, to intelligent or ignorant, to 
honest or dishonest electors. 
A m erican democracy was 
intended to mean, and I believe does mean, som ething 
more than selecting officers. 
The individualism of Thom as Jefferson 
is not dead. 
It has not m oldered 
back to 
dust in the 
grave at Monticello. 
It walks the earth, this day knocking 
a t the door of rich and poor, of wise and ignorant alike, calling upon all men 
to m ake this age the millennium of statecraft, wherein no one shall claim to 
be master, and all shall be glad to be the servants of the Republic. 
America has no right to be unless she stands for man and for the rights 
of m n. 
F \ils are abroad in the land, now as always. 
Notwithstanding our 
boast, our governm ent is not of and by and for the people. 
Yet. I m ake bold 
to say that it is "till a representative democracy. 
Our co-ordinate system of 
governm ent was formulated by Thom as Jefferson, and m any a man wholly 
ignorant of Jefferson’s theory of governm ent is now proclaiming himself a 
Jeffersonian Democrat. 
Public speakers and the public pn-ss have boon giving 
voice for twenty years to the fact that this is not a People’s government, 
it 
has been shouted that tim bosses are in control from ocean to ocean: th a t their 
m achines have taken over the polities and legislation of the country; that they 
have prevente d the people from crystallizing our ideals into enforceable laws. 
To be sure, we have had bosses ai\d we have had m achine politics in America 
W e have had legislation which, in enactm ent and construction, has not tend 
ed to promote the ideal of equality and the opportunity for honest, success 
But it has also been loudly proclaimed that the people, if they could only get 
a chance to express themselves, would declare In unm istakable term s their 
belief th at this system was vicious; that they would sm ash the machines, 
banish the bosses and select officials who would always stand four-square 
with the theories of the fathers of the republic. 
As a matter of fact, opportunity has been given us during the last three 
or four years to agonize over conditions and correct them; revealing to us 
what we should have known all along; what, indeed, we had known, but had 
been allowed to forget; this .is a government, not of stocks and bonds and 
mortgages, not of factories, and mines, but a government of men— men who 
will neglect the common good in looking after their own welfare, unless they 
are touched with the weight of that responsibility which rests upon them as 
individual citizens.

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T h eir Fate. 
The late Dr. Talm age once called on 
Lls law yer and found two of his pa­ 
rishioners there on legal business of a 
private nature. 
“Ah, doctor,” called the lawyer in 
greeting, “good morning! 
H ere are 
two of your flock. May I ask w ithout 
impertinence if you regard them as 
I lack sheep or w hite?” 
“ J don’t know as yet,” replied Tai 
mage dryly, "w hether they’re black or 
lute, b u t I'm certain th a t if they re­ 
in here long they’ll be fleeced.” 
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The black clouds of trouble that hang over Europe 
and Mexico cannot remain many more years, and with 
their passing, the time should be propitious for an era of 
constructive thought, of constructive deeds and ot con­ 
structive laws in Texas, not privilege or favor-giving laws, 
but laws that will wipe out the kinks by making business 
easier to carry on, investm ents easier to attract and work 
easier to obtain. 
At the next session of the legislature 
it will be none too early to begin this campaign, and the 
Administration of Justice in Texas demands that the 
people be given an opportunity, and with the aid of a 
broad-gauged legislative policy reap a harvest of pros­ 
perity. 


Texas is in the embryonic period of its life. 
It is 
merely a lusty child th a t has survived all the troubles of infancy and now 
stands on the brink of m ature manhood. 
It is for the people to imbue th a t 
m anhood with the elements of strength and wisdom th a t foretell the greatest 
em pire of civilization under the sun. 
The political principle of a State is involved in its legislative acts. 
To 
foster industry, to encourage the investm ent of capital, to make more jobs for 
w age earners, to m ake more prosperous those who are already in business, to 
increase the production of Texas and to obtain better prices, better credit and 
better m arketing methods for producers is especially needed now. 
There should be a closer relationship between the people of Texas and the 
legislature. 
The people should take a deeper interest in the subjects that 
come before the legislature. 
They should watch ‘with more scrutiny the 
acts of the legislators and they should make the legislators feel the great re­ 
sponsibility th a t rests upon their shoulders. 
The office of legislator is not 
a lucrative one, but instead of agitating a change in the system th at now pre­ 
vails, the time can be put to much better advantage by agitating the election 
of the best m aterial. 
And that is not enough; after tile election of the best 
men charged with the responsibility of advancing the m aterial interests of the 
State, the people have a duty to perform as well as the legislator, and that 
is to manifest the deepest concern in the work of the legislature. 
At the next 
session of the legislature, and at the subsequent ones, I would like to see the 
w ants and needs of every line of industry, of farming and of labor, considered 
in th eir m inutest detail with a view to enacting that which will help industry 
and farm ing and labor. To do this the judgm ent and th e ideas of th# men who 
are engaged in these pursuits are needed. 
"What is m ost needed for the aid 
and betterm ent of the people can be best ascertained by the legislature fr«m 
m en whose daily experiences have taught them what they know and the most 
accurate method of obtaining this is for the people to come before th# legisla­ 
ture or write to those who compose it. 
To inaugurate the legislative policy 
th a t will do the m ost good In Texas, m en of breadth and ability are needed 
Indeed, the very atm osphere of Texas m ust vibrate with a desire to 
w ork out the problems of the m erchant and farmer, th e manufacturer and tho 
laborer and all other links of e n d e a \o r iii this State.
